The Murderer Once a Tender Boy 


And now 1 want you to remem- 
ber that the man tnat is now tne 
object of the hunt, the No. 1 “man 
wanted,” the criminal hunted 
throughout the United States — 
and tney are on his trail and i 
think they “will find him—that 
man was one time a movuner’s ba- 
by. She bore him under her heart 
and dreamed of wie boy she would 
bring into this world. ‘hat mo.ner 
went down into the valley of the 
Shadow of death for him. When 
her child was born, she nursed 
him at her bosom, parted his little 
hair, watched him day by day as 
he grew, taught him the first 
word, “mama.” Lice by little she 
saw the first tooth come! Littie 
by little she saw him take the iirst 
step. In her mother’s pride, she 
saw him start one day oft to school 
and wept a little as mothers av 
behind the door. As the chiid 
grew, she hoped and prayed ne 
would be a genius. She thought 
he would be the president of tne 
United States, or dreamed he 
would be a great preacher. Every 
good mother (and most mothers 
are good) dreams her boy will be 
somebody. Can you see that motn- 
er? There is a mother back there 
somewhere. Maybe she is still liv- 
ing today. If so, that mother still 
thinks about him, and keeps the 
little baby shoes. When he is ac- 
cused, she will say, “If they knew 
him like I do, they would know my 
boy wouldn’t do a thing like tnat: 
That man had a mother. That man 
one time had a tender heart. That 
man who took a hammer or hatch- 
et and beat out the brains of that 
ten year old boy after violating 
his body, after sticking a knife in 
him: the man who tied the little 
fellow, naked, with a tire chain and 
beat in his head, and after a while 
he left that little body of wie ten 
year old boy out in the snow — 
that man was once a boy, a tender 
hearted boy! If he had a pet rab- 
bit that died, he wept over it, and 
couldn’t bear the sight of blood. 
One time he didn’t want to dis- 
turb a bird’s nest, I dare say. 


I don’t want you to think thar 
man was always a fiend in human 
form, born different, reared dimer- 
ent, made of different stuff from 
you. No, he was a man like you! 
He had a mother like you. Maybe 
he has a wife. God knows, may- 
be he has a baby! Even as the 
Lindbergh murderer and kidnaper 
had. He didn’t start out to be what 
he is! Oh, beware of sin tnat looks 
so small! It won’t end up small! 

I preach frequently down in the 
County jail and my heart goes out 


to those men and I can hardly’ 
go in without weeping. You may 
talk all you want to about hard- 
ened criminals, and they are 
hardened, but to me there is some- 
thing compassionate about it that 
breaks my heart—shut up through 
the hours, days, weeks. Plans, 
everything broken. Outside.. 
no hope of escape. Thinking al- 
ways of some way to get outside. . 
It breaks my heart and I weep) 
when I preach to them. ‘luey 
listen to me and we have muiti- 
tudes saved at the jail. 

Please don’t think that this man; #) 
is a different kind from you men 
here. Some of you here may turn 
out as he has, if you tritie with 
sin. You are made out of the same 
stuff that he is. He is now like a ‘ 
hunted beast. They will hunt hin 
down with blood hounds if they) 
can find the trail. Livery newspa- 
per telis of the reward offered tor 
nis capture. ‘the President of tne 
United States is helping. 1 am giad 
he is. Kverybody is now trying 
to find him and i think they wil. 
Such a murderer ought to go to 
the electric chair. It we do right 
by him and by the nation and by 
our children and by God, he wit 
But I want to remind you that 
that man was one time as clean 
and pure as your boy or as you 
were. Sin doesn’t come to fruit- 
age in a day. Stop tonight and 
think. Young people, if you are 
thinking about stepping over the 
line, doing wrong avout anything, 
don’t do it. If you take a dime, 
a ten cent piece that isn’t yours, 
you may be headed for the same, 
kind of sin as this robber for $2«,- 
000.00 which he never did get, stole 
a child and then thought he had to 
murder him to get our or it. He 
never intended to kill the boy. He 
thought, “Oid Dr. Mattson has lots 
of money.” He didn’t really have 
much, he said, but the general 1m- 
pression was that he did. A lov 
of you feel like, what-if he does 
soak the rich? What does it mat- 
ter? Do you think a rich man’ 
has no love for his children? Do 
you think that a mouwler, because 
she lives in a nice house has no 
care for her ten year old boy’ 
This class hatred in America is a 
strange circumstance, if a man has 
money, people in this country 
don’t care what happens to him. 
That is not Christian. That is not 
humane.

8. Vary your reading. You will 
find this method restful. 

9. Buy books you will be satis- 
fied to keep permanently for ref- 
erence, study, and loan.

After a while he dared 
not show his head, and iest the 
child should talk, he took him out 
and beat in his head and killed 
him and left him. ‘nat is what 
is going to happen to you. sin 
comes in. It may be the seduc- 
tive wiles of a beautiful woman, 
but after a while that enchantres+s 
sin turns into a slave driving sit: 
that you can’t free yourself from. 
I beg you, my friend, don’t deal 
with sin. Sin is terrible, sin goes 
on and breaks the heart and 
brings you where you never 
thought*you would go. 

I have talked to criminals again 
and again and they weep as they 
say, “I never thought it would 
come to this.” 

Now beware of sin. That man 
never intended to end where ne 
did. Sin is deceptive, misleading. 


Loose Evil, Public Sentiment Made 
The Crime Possible 


Another thing was bacx of this 
kidnaping and made it so the Matt- 
son boy, ten years old, could be 
stolen and murdered. I remind you 
of this and that is, there is wide- 
spread public sentiment that 
makes it possiu.e. That isn’t hap- 
pening so otten in England, and 
in other nations. Why not? There 
are several reasons why. In Ameri- 
ca there has been public senti- 
ment that makes a class feeling, a 
class consciousnss that is wrong 
and hateful and wicked and devil- 
ish, and God will not allow Ameri- 
ca long to stand if she doesn’t have 


® broken down this class hatred and 


war. Labcr Unions involve it 
some. For instance, when a group 
of men up yonuer in General Mo- 
tors plant who didn’t own the 
things, move in and take posses- 
sion. When men in a strike feel 
liberty to tear up machinery, or 
buildings they don’t own, or tear 
up a business they didn’t build 
or murder because they don’t want 
to work eight hours a day and a 
half-day Saturday. They want

‘Those 55,000, some in Wai- 
las, some likely were you who Sit 
on these bencnes tonignt—tul »,., 
God have mercy on your soul — 
you are the ones that make the 
Raymood Hamiitons and the Ciydc 
Barrows and Make the murder ana 
Kidnapping of tue Mattson Cilia 
possinie. Choke it down your 
throat brother, you mothers ana 
tathers, the way you are rearing 
your children, the setiment grown 
by preachers in the puipit, in the 
schools, in moving p.clture shows, 
have brought about a sentiment 
in America not tor obeying jaw, 
not for enforcing law, brough: a 
sentiment to bacx up the kidnaper, 
back up the murderer, a sentiment 
against the government, against 
God, against the home, and you 
are to biame for the kidnaping and 
murder. Go home and wash your 
hands! You have still got biooa 
on them-——the blood of that boy! 
That woulda’t be possible ir we 
didn’t have in Dalias, in. Texas, 
in America, a sentiment that is 
not for law enforcement. And it 
you were put on the jury — pick 
out twelve good men and true li 
this town, cnurcu men and church 
women, preachers, school teacuiers, 
on the jury, a barber, a business 
man, and so and so, put th2m on 
the jury — pick out of this crowd, 
and you are so far from Gua and 
have so little conscience about 
right— you have talked against 
the law, against the courts — go 
on and put you on the jury, ana 
you would turn that thug, that 
murderer, that kidnaper loose, or 
put him in the pen tor five years 
time and in half that time petitioi. 
the governor to get him out! xes, 
you, this crowd tonight, under God 
are largely responsible for the k:. 

naping and murder and the crime 
and lawlessness of this country! 
That is one thing back of it. On, 
my friends, this country is sone 
if we don’t get some men and wom- 
en with conscience about right, 
with conscience about obeying 
laws, with a conscience about dis- 


larger money and think they can/cipline, with a concern about the 


squeeze it out of them. You don't 
like that? I don’t care, you can 
like it or lump it. That wicked 
sentiment is lawlessness. It makes 
it so just because you have on 
overalls you have a right to swat 
a@ man who has more than you. 
That is murderous and wicked. 
That is crime, I don’t, care wuat 
does it. That sentiment on the 
part of the public, toward men 
with money, is responsible for the 
kidnaping racket. 

Out here at Parkland hospital, 
the city, spending my money and 
your money, taxpayer’s money put 
in conduits for lights in the new 
wing of the building out there. So 
some laboring people who didn’t 
like the way it was done by con- 
tract stopped up the conduits with 
cement, and now it is useless and 
$1,800.00 gone. If they have lights 
in the building they will have to 
be’ run inside the ceiling. Such 
class hate: disregard of the rights 
of.others! Why that spirit is wnat 
made possible this kidnaping. The 
plain truth is this. It could not 
be possible, no one man could go 
into another man’s house in this 
country and take a boy, a strug- 
gling ten year old boy and walk 
away with him and drive a car 
and have a home and buy groceries 
and buy gasoline and mail letters 
and talk over the telephone — no 
man could do that without some- 
body aiding him or shielding him, 
somebody taking his part. 

I have been reading again my 
book on “The Electrocution of 
Raymond Hamilton.’’ The Dallas 
Journal said when Raymond Ham- 
ilton had been sentenced to the 
electric chair after pulling up some 
395 years of penalty by jury after

What else is back of this kid- 
naping? What caused it? Covet- 
ousness. That man wanted money. 
You are horrified tonight after Il 
called it to your attention. You 
are horrified, but I remind you ot 
two or three things. The same 
thing that made that man want 
$28,000.00 is exactly the same that 
faces thousands of people in Dal- 
las. Every man in Dallas that gets 
a license to sell liquor, whether 
it is a drug store up here on the 
corner, or the Round Up, or the 
Brown Derby or the Nite Spot on 
Commerce where the man was shot 
down a while back — listen to me! 
Every man that gets out a liquor 
license is exactly the same kind 
of murderer, the same kind ort kid- 
naper, the same kind of dlocd is 
on him —it is the blood of covet- 
ousness! Rather have money, bicod 
money than to be honest ana 
decent and fair and temperate. It 
you are in the liquor business — 
I put that in the ad, but the Times 
Herald changed it and I am not go- 
ing; to pay them for all the .d on 
that account—if you are in the 
liquor business tonight, listen to 
me, you have blood on your soul, 
you have blood on your soul, anc 
you are a murderer. No man ever 


so.d liquor but what he knew it 
would lead to drunken driving and 
accidents. He knew it would lead 
to quarrels and knife fights or 


shootings. He knew it wouid break 
up homes. My friends, a man that 
Sells liquor is a murderer. Yes, 
sir, he w a murderer. I wiil say 
more than that. Very likely thac 
man, that kKidnaper of the li.tie 
Mattson boy wouid never have iaic 
hands on him if he had never beeu 
where they drank booze, been witu 
the crowd that dranx and gambicu, 
etc. hkivery Man tnat seus booze 
is a Mmuraerer, that selis it iegiu- 
mately or illtegitimately, whe.mer 
a beer license or with a pacKage 
license, Or whether a doctor's pie- 
Scription, you are a bloody-hanuea 
murderer and you wul meet God. 
ihe bible says, “Woe to him tna 
giveth his ne.ghbor drink” (ria- 
pakkuk 2:15). ‘the woe cf Ai- 
mighty God is on every man— 
Same thing, every saloon keeper, 
every drug store operacor, ever wuo 
you are in the liquor business, ev- 
ery way, shape, tashion or.torm, 
and you are going to tace the Gon- 
Sequences. XOu ure the same kina 
of dirty murderer as this man ana 
you do it for the same reason — 
the love of money. Covetousness. 
You say, “Well, Brother Kice, i 
have got to Mase a iiving.” ‘inat 
man probably said the same thing 

All right, here is another thing. 
You say, “Well, that is just oue 
of a few.” Oh, no, it is going on 
every day in Dailas. A man who 
rents a building for a saioon is 
the same kind of a sinner. What 
is the matter? Covetousness. He 
will rent his building to a man who 
selis bcoze and out of that wiu 
come broken homes, drunken driv- 
ing, gun fights, murder. His sin 
is the same as that of this murder- 
er who killed Charles Mattson — 
covetousness. 


Isn't it a strange thing ... why 
is it that every night spot, why 
is it that every Brown Derby, why 
is it that every beer jcint in town 
Keeps either a billy or a gun under 
the counter? Why? Do you know 
why? Because every man knows 
that the liqucr business is bound 
to end in fights. A man comes 
in and drinks the booze you sell 
him, and that booze makes him so 
insane until you fear you will have 
to kill him before he kills you, one 
or the other. That is the reason 
why every man in the liquor busi- 
ness usually keeps a gun. He is in 
the murdering business anyway, 
and if the liquor doesn’t kili him, 
he may have to do it with a gun. 
What for? For money, covetous- 
ness! He would rather have money 
than to have decency. Yes sir. 
Now listen to me, as long as in 
Dallas this bloody business can 
continue—this bloody, wicked, ter- 
rible business can continue, the 
liquor business — you have all the 
makings of the murderers and the 
kidnapers. And you will reap it, 
too, in your own family and in your 
own life sooner or later, for as 
certain as God’s Word is so, 
“Whatscever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.” “Be sure your 
sin will find you out.” As cer- 
tain as that, one day, they will 
catch up with you. If we didn’t 
have a background in America of 
worshipping the dollar, of covet- 
ousness, love for money, there 
wouldn’t have been that mother 
lying weeping because her boy is 
dead and that father in heart- 
broken grief because his boy is 
gone. 

Every business man who puts 
money making first is the same 
kind of criminal and sinner as that 
man. Man does not count it so, 
but one day you will meet God 
and God counts them the same. 
God sees the motives of your 
heart! 

The Times Herald and the Dal- 
las News and the Dallas Dispatch 
and the Dallas Journal and any 
other paper that takes a liquor 
advertisement is guilty of murder 
and kidnaping for the same reason, 
a love of money, exactly the same 
reason. They surely are. That is 
getting personal, isn’t it? That is 
some of the background. That is 
what is back of it. It is what is 
wrong. 


Once That Murderer Must Have 
Turned Down Christ 


Do you know why that man be- 
came a murderer and a kidnaper? 
One day he heard the gospel —I 
don’t know where, I don’t know 
whether he had gone to church 
and Sunday School much, probably 
not, but he either heard it on the 
radio or passed a street corner 
meeting of a group of Salva- 
tion Army workers preaching, 
maybe went to church or Sun- 


day School, or maybe went to 
some great evangelistic service to 
see what the preacher would say. 
He heard the gospel somewhere 
down the line and turned it down 
and tonight he is hunted like a 
beast, and maybe before I am 
through preaching, someone wii 
find him and it won't be long per- 
haps before he will go to the elec- 
tric chair — all of that because he 
turned his back on God sometime 
somewhere, turned himself over to 
sin, and Satan took him until now 
despair must rule his heart. He 
turned down Christ, and now look 
where Satan led him! 


My friends, after all there is 
just one safe thing in this woria 
and that is to be on the Lord’s 
side and have your heart changed 
and get forgiveness, and turn back 
to God. But for the mercy of God, 
the man you see here, might be 
that hunted criminal, fleeing for his 
life. You might be the one who 
will die that kind of a criminal. 
We all have the weakness in our 
hearts, enough in our nature 
wrong, only the mercy of God can 
keep us. I beg you tonight, get 
on God’s side and be saved. Ke- 
pent of your sins and be born 
again. That is your only hope to 
get away from the terrible wages 
vi sin. 

Now another thing. I promised 
you I would give you some Scrip- 
tures on this matter. Will that man 
be found? I think he will. I will 
talk to you. about that in a.mo- 
ment. But after he is found, shall 
he be put to death? I answer with- 
out any doubt in the world. ‘The 
Bible demands that he must be 
put to death. In the first place, the 
Bible commands either the mur- 
derer or the kidnaper must be 
killed. Another thing, if he is not, 
then the nation will be held ac- 
countable for it and blood will be 
paid for with blood. We must have 
it. Sooner or later America will 
pay for that boy lying in the snow, 
ten years old, that little abused 
body, bruised, with his head 
crushed in. America will pay for 
it with the blood of the kidnaper- 
killer or with riot and blood and 
war. God’s word commands it and 
I will prove it to you from the 
Bible. I turn to Genesis the 9th 
chapter. If you want to take these 
Scriptures down, all right. Look 
at verses 5 and 6. 


“And surely your blood of your 
lives will | require; at the hand of 


every beast will | require it, and 
at the hand of man: at the hand 
of every man’s brother will | re- 


quire the life of man. 

"Whoso sheddeth man's blood, 
‘by man shall his blood be shed: 
for in the image of God made he 
man." 


I remind you that that is the 
first chapter after the flood. That 
is the first message given to Noah 
after he came out of the ark and 
established himself and built an 
altar and worshipped God. From 
this time on, murderers must be 
punished by death. “And surely 
your blood of your lives will I re- 
quire; at the hand of every beast 
will I require it, and at the hand 
of man: at the hand of every man’s 
brother will I require the life of 
man. Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, 
by man shall his blood be shed.” 

That is not in the Mosaic law, 
That was before any law of Moses. 
That was given to Noah, the fa- 
ther not only of the Jews, but of 
all the Gentiles, and the Scripture 
is very plain. 

Turn next to Exodus the 2ist 
chapter, the next chapter after the 
ten commandments, begin with 
verse 12. 


"He that smiteth a man, so that 


he die, shall be surely put to 
death.” 


Now verse 15, 


"And he that smiteth his fa- 
ther, or his mother, shall surely be 
put to death." 

Now for the kidnaper, verse 16, 


“And he that stealeth a man, 
and selleth him, or if he be found 
in his hand, he shall surely be put 
to death.” 

Now if the boy had not been 
dead and they found the kidnap- 
er with the boy, yet he must be 
put to death, or if he returned 
him for ransom, he must be put 
to death, the Scripture says. That

Here is more than that. I turn 


to Deuteronomy 24 and verse 7. — 
"If a man be found stealing any — 


of his brethren of the children of 
Israel, and maketh merchandise of 


him, or selleth him; then that thief — 
shall die; and thou shalt put evil 


away from among you." 


The kidnapper is to be put to 
death, the Scripture said. 

Now in Numbers 35, verse 16, 

"And if he smite him with an 
instrument of iron, so that he die” 
(that is what that man did) “he 
is a murderer: the murderer shall 
surely be put to death. 

"Or if he smite him with an 
hand weapon of wood, wherewith 
he may die, and he die, he is a 
murderer: the murderer shall sure- 
ly be put to death. 

"The revenger of blood himself 
shall slay the murderer when he 
meeteth him, he shall sla 

“But if he thrust him of hatred, 
or hurl at him by laying of wait, 
that he die: 

“Or in enmity smite him with 


his hand, that he die: he that — 
smote him shall surely be put to — 


death; for he is a murderer the

God requires i 
of them. Let me read it to you lk. 
Romans the 18th chapter. I re- 
mind you this is in the New ‘lesta- 
ment, too, not only in the Old.

For there is 
no power but of God the powers 
that be (sheriffs, governments, G- 
men) are ordained of God, and 
are the agents of God. 


"Whosoever therefore resisteth 
the power, resisteth the ordinance 
of God: and they that resist shall 
receive to themselves damnation. 


"For rulers are not a terror to 
good works, but to the evil. Wiit 
thou then not be afraid of the 
power? do that which is good, and 
thou shalt have praise of the 
same: 


For he is the minister of God 
to thee for good. But if thou do 
that which is evil, be afraid; for 
he beareth not the sword in vain: 
for he is the minister of God, a 
revenger to execute wrath upon 
him that doeth evil.’ 


The man that pulls the switch 
to execute that Murderer and kid- 
naper will act as the agent of God, 
the minister of God as definitely 
as I stand a man of God to preacn 
this sermon. The Scripture calis 
him that, “the minister of God to 
thee for good.’ But if thou do that 
which is evil, be afraid; for he 
beareth not the sword in vain: for 
he is the minister of God (it says 
that again), a revenger to execute 
wrath upon him that doeth evil.” 


“Wherefore ye must needs be 
subject, not only for wrath, but al- 
so for conscience sake. 


“For this cause pay ye tribute 
also (you pay taxes also): for they 
are God's ministers, attending con- 
tinually upon this very thing.” 


Three times in this passage we 
are told that the officers of the 
law, the sheriffs, the governor and 
the G-men are the ministers of 
God in executing criminals “at- 
tending continually upon this very 
thing.”

Who Are Angels? 


Angels are real Heavenly beings. 
Hebrews 1:14 says, 


“Are they not all ministering 
spirits, sent forth to minister for 
them who shall be heirs of salva- 
tion” 

We are not to suppose that 
Saved people when they go to heav- 
en become angeis. Angeis are not 
redeemed by tne blood of Christ, 
and even now we are only a little 
lower than the angels (rHeb. 2:6, 
7). We are impertect SONS. The 
angels are perfect SERVANTS. 
iiventually saved people will judge 
angels (1 Cor. 6:3). The angeis 
are marvelously beautiful beings of 
unmeasured power and wisaom. 

There are innumerable angels — 
as we are plainly told in Hebrews ~— 
12:22. And Revelation 5 piainly — 
says there are “ten thousana times 
ten thousand, and thousands of 
thousands” (Rev. 5:11), which 
would be at the very least over a 
hundred million angeis! 


These angels are real beings. 
They have names. Two of them 
we know by name, Gabriel (Luke 
1:19), and Michael (Dan. 10:13). 


It is a sad fact that some angels 
have fallen into sin, and now are 
reserved in chains awaiting judg- 
ment (Il Peter 2:4). 


Angels Are Ministers, Servants, 
Protectors of God's People! 


How marvelous is the provision 
that God has made for the protec- 
tion and care of His peopie! An- 
gels are ministering spirits which 
tie sends forth to minister to saved 
people, “The heirs of salvation.” 
Though invisible, they are round 
about us all the time. Angels 
went with Jacob, the poor, way- 
ward boy away from home. God 
in His mercy let Jacob in a dream 
See them as they really were, 
about him and ascending to God 
to report:and descending to earth 
to care for him. 


Elish, the prophet of God, was 
sought by the Syrian king to slay 
him, but he rested in perfect peace 
relying on God’s care. Elisha’s 
Servant was greatly troubled, say- 
ing, “Alas, my master! how shall 
we do?” But the confident Elisha 
knew that all about him was the 
Heavenly host, the army of God 
to protect him. Elisha prayed to 
the Lord, “I pray tnee, open his 
eyes, that he may see. And the 
Lord opened the eyes of the young 
man; and he saw: and, behold, 
the mountain was full of horses 
and chariots of fire round about 
Elisha.” These heavenly chariots 
of fire must have been manned by 
the angels of God! The same char- 
iots of fire, we suppose, had sur- 
rounded and guarded Elijah and 
such a chariot appeared when that 
venerable prophet had been taken 
to heaven. 


The protecting care of angels is 
promised to every Christian. 
Psalms 34:7 says, 

“The angel of the Lord en- 
campeth round about them 
that fear him, and delivereth 
them.” 


The angels report to heaven, but 
they “encamp” around Christians. 
In the case of Jacob, he saw the 
angels “ascending and descending”’ 
instead of descending and ascend- 
ing. In other words, the els 
were left on earth alted at ie 
heaven. The business of the an- 
gels is principally on earth. They 
are sent forth from heaven min- 
istering spirits to care for saved 
people.

The same teaching is given in 
Psalms 91:11, 12: 

“For he shall give his an- 
gels charge over thee, to keep 
thee in all thy ways. 

“They shall bear thee up in 
their hands, lest thou dash thy 
foot against a stone.” 


The public life of Christ, from 
his baptism to his death, is in 
many respects an example to 
Christians. We shouid “follow his 
steps.’’” The appearance of angels 
to care for Him when He was 
tempted (Matt. 4:11), and to 
strengthen Him in answer to His 
prayer when Satan had Him at the 
point of death in the Garden of 
Gethsemane (Luke 22:43), should 
be a lesson to every child of God. 
We can have heavenly help. Per- 
haps God refers particulariy to the 
unseen help of angels, available 
for every Christian who needs it 
when He says, “There hath no 
temptation taken you but such as 
is common to man: but God is 
faithful, who will not suffer you 
to be tempted above that ye are 
able; but will with the temptation 
also make a way to escape, that 
ye may be able to bear it’ (i Cor. 
10:13). 

Angels are servants or ministers 
to the “heirs of saivation,” that is, 
Christians. But it seems certain 
also that little children have 
guardian angels. Jesus said con- 
cerning little children, ‘Their an- 
gels do always behold the face of 
my Father which is in heaven” 
(Matt. 18:10). It has always been 
a sweet comfort to me to know 
that the angels of God are round 
about my own dear chiluren. ‘lhese 
guardian spirits, sent from God, no 
aoubt protect our little ones many, 
many times from accidents, from 
diseases, from bad company. We 
ought to be closer to God and 
trust Him more. Many a time as i 
have driven hard along the high- 
ways and remembered that some 
35,000 people meet a terrible and 
violent death each year in auto- 
mobile accidents and hundreds of 
thousands are injured, I have com- 
mitted myself anew to God and to 
the care of His heavenly angels, 
the ministering spirits sent torth 
to care for me, “an heir of salva- 
tion.”” I have no’ doubt the care 
of the angels is one reason why 
I have never had an accident 
worthy of the name. Certainly it 
was not my wisdom nor foresight. 
“The angel of the Lord encamp- 
eth round about them that fear 
him, and delivereth them.” 


Angels may give us skul and 
understanding as Gabriel did Dan- 
iel (Dan. 9:21, 22). 

Evil spirits, demons, who are 
about in this world will deceive 
us and lead us into sin if we do 
not beware. We are commanded 
to “try the spirits” (I John 4:1). 
Angels of God can overcome evil 
spirits just as Gabriel and Michael 
together overcame “the prince of 
the kingdom of Persia” (Dan. 10: 
13). We are told that “We wrestle 
not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities, against pow- 
ers, against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places,” and 
we are warned to put on the whole 
armour of God, “above al, tak- 
ing the shield of faith, wherewith 
ye shall be able to quench all the 
fiery darts of the wicked.” Then 
we are commanded to “pray al- 
ways, with all prayer.” The evil 
spirits round about us can be over- 
come, and as we trust in God and 
pray with all prayer, we should 
expect God’s unseen messengers, 
the angels, sent forth as minister- 
ing spirits, to care for us and pro- 
tect us from the demons of Satan. 
Praise God for His angels that en- 
amp round about them that fear 


“Why We Do Not See Angels 


Angels are spirits but they ap- 
peared visibly to multitudes in Bi- 
ble times. They sometimes appeared 
with men’s bodies, they spoke to 
people, they touched people. Why 
do not angels appear to people 
these days? Joan of Are, the great 
French heroine, said that she saw 
visions and heard angel’s voices 
telling her to rise and free France 
from the domination of England. 
She did! The English captured 
her and burned her as a witch 
but who knows but that angels 
did speak to her? I often find that 
humble people, ignorant people, 
say they have seen visions of an- 
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gels sometimes in dreams or in 
special times of distress or danger 
or grief. However, the most in- 
telligent and best educated peopie 
usually admit such things ou.ily 
sheepishly and as if tney feared 
to be Calied fanaticai! 1 was great- 
ly-impresssed years ago with a 
message by the great Ur. Russell 
H. Conweli about Heavenly visita- 
tion, though I do not remember 
the details. Usually we “smart” 
folks the entirely too “sensible” and 
“well balanced,” we think, eitner 
to believe in reality of angels, the 
ministering spirits from God 
about us, or to believe in the evil 
spirits, the “rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world.” 


A few weeks ago my step-moth- 
er’s father, a Christian man about 
fourscore years old, went home to 
be with God. In the days pre- 
ceeding his death, he g¢aiied his 
daughters to ueip him sing cvei 
again with halting and weak voice 
the songs he sang long ago. He 
said he heard the angeis singing. 
He thought they were in the roow 
with him, and were ready to carry 
him home to God! Was that 
simply the imaginations of a de- 
lirious man? Had his mind grown 
feeble—- was he simply beside 
himself? No! No: Muitipliea 
thousands of saints have come 
down to death's door and nave 
told their loved ones that tney 
heard the voices of angels or twat 
they saw angeis in tne room. 1 
have known or several such cases 
myself, and I must confess that 
with child-like simplicity and faitn 
I believe such saints orten ao Lit- 
erally see real angels of God about 
them and hear tneir voices. As 
their minds and nearts are 
cleared somewhat of the fogs oct 
time and earth, they become more 
sensible of heaveniy realities. As 
the light of the natural eye grows 
dim, often tne spirit really sees 
things that are hidden to thie resc 
of us. God forgive us poor, shal- 
low-brained, worldiy-minded, un- 
believing, haughty mortais, in our 
pride, we are viinded to these dear 
and lovely heavenly beings wno ap- 
peared so many times to the men 
of God down through all ages re- 
corded in the Bible! 


This modern age, too smart, too 
intelligent to belueve in tue super- 
naturai— how much we miss! We 
do not believe in present day mira- 
cles, we say, sO we dare not ask 
God to heal the sick unless the 
doctors can not do it with muman 
wisdom and skui. We do not want 
any fanaticism, so we do not asx 
for and do not have the Heavenly 
enduement of the Holy Spirit upon 
us to give supernatural power to 
convict and save hardened sinners. 
We do not rely on the angels ot 
God so we must sweat day by day 
with anxiety of mind, fearing thar 
our loved ones will go hungry or 
that some fell accident shouid be- 
fall them or us. God forgive us! 
What we need is that some man 
of God, some Elisha, should pray 
for us that God would open our 
eyes! If our spiritual eyes vere 
opened, we would surely someuimes 
see round about us the chariots 
and horses of fire. Then we would 
know, like Elisha that we shouid 
“Fear not: for they that ve with 
us are more than they that be with 
them” (II Kings 6:16). 


The Angels Will All Be Visible 
When Christ Returns to Earth 


When Christ comes into tne air 
to receive His saints, the dead in 
Christ will be raised and the liv- 
ing Christians will be judged and 
then, we may be sure, all the saved 
will see continually God's heavenly 
messengers, che angels, as they 
go to and fro. Then when Christ 
returns to the earth to reign, we 
will come with Him, and so will 
the angels! Jesus spoke of the 
time “When the Son of man snall 
come in his glory, and all the holy 
angels with him” (Matt. 25:31). 
In Revelation much is said about 
the angels who will deal with men 
in the last days, particularly dur- 
ing the great tribulation period 
and then we are told that when 
Christ comes, “The armies wich 


were in heaven followed him up- 
on white horses” (Rev. 1¥). Sure- 
ly these are the angels! And .je- 
sus teils us it is His angels whom 
He wiil send into ail the earth fo 
gather together His eiect, lite yews, 
to bring them back to Palestine 
(Matthew 24:31). 

How will people see angeis 
then, if they do not see tiem 
now? The answer is given, I tnink, 
in Isaiah 25:7: 


“And he shall destroy in this 
mountain the tace of the covering 
cast over all people, and the vail 
that is spread over all nations.” 
That verse speaks of tne reign 


of Christ on earth and tollowig 
verses tell of tne victory over 


death, of God wiping away teays \* 


from off all faces, and tne rebuke 
and reproach being taken away 
from Israel. One day, our poor, 
blinded eyes will be opened and we 
can see tne truth and Can see tie 
beautiful angels of God! 


I am comforted by the heavenly 
host that I do not. see! I am fre- 
assured, knowing that ministering 
spirits, sent fortn from God guard 
me day and night. They encam 
around about me and deliver tv: 
Gcd has given His angels charge 
concerning me—tney vear me up 
lest I should dash my foot against 
a stone! 


I look forward to the coming of 
Christ when I will pe caugut up 
to meet Christ and see ali the holy 
angels. But if perchance I aie be- 
fore Christ comes, stul I will see 
the angels.
